F ra n k fo rt, Ky.. Jan. 17.—A shock­ 
ing tragedy, in which the lives of three 
prominent men were sacrificed, ami 
that of a fourth hangs by a slender 
thread, while two others miraculously 
escaped w ith painful injuries, occurre.» 
bere. 
The principals in the tragedy 
were ox-Con pressman David G. Colson, 
of Middies boro, and Lieutenant Ethel 
b rt Scott, of Somerset. 
Scott was shot 
s;x times by Colson aud almost instant­ 
ly Killed. 
Luther W . Domarree, assistant post­ 
master at Shelbyville, an innocent by­ 
stander, was shot three rimes and dmd 
instantly, d ia rie s Julian, another by­ 
stander, was shot aud died a half hour 
later, aud Captain B. B. Colden, of Bar­ 
boursville, com m onwealth’s attorney of 
tin 
Twenty-seventh judicial distr.ii. 
was shot in the back, and is not expect ii 
to survive til© night. 
Colonel CoLod 
himself was shot twice in the arm. 
Harry M er.wing, of Louisville, was shot 
iii the foot, and W. A). Ridpath, of Chi­ 
cago, sustained a broken leg by the life­ 
less form of Scott falling against him as 
it rolled 
down the stairway. 
The 
tragedy is one of tho most sensational in 
the history of “ the dark aud bloody 
ground.” 
The killing occurred in the lobby of 
the Capitol hotel, tho principal hos­ 
telry of tile State capital, the room be­ 
ing well lilied at the time w ith poli­ 
ticians aud others who are here attend­ 
ing the contests for sta,© offices before 
the legislature. 
Colonel Colson is in jail, charged with 
m urder, but lie claims self-del en se. 
Tkio witnesses to the affair 
were 
taken so much by surprise when the 
shooting began that most of them were 
almost panic-stricken, aud there are 
many con fileting stories as to how the 
tight began. 
Colonel Colson aud a 
party of friends, among whom was De- 
marree, were sitting in the lobby en­ 
gaged in conversation as {scott aud 
Cap,ain Golden came up the stairs from 
the barroom. W hen they had advanced 
about bait way across the room, walk­ 
ing in the direction of Colson, tile lat­ 
ter, it is said, half rising from his chair, 
bred at {Scott, who instantly returned 
toe lire. 
h he shooting then became 
general, ann he bystanders are at vari­ 
ance as to the number engaged in it. 
Demarree was standing slightly in 
front of Colson aud young Scott is said 
to have crouched behind him to escape 
bullets from Colson’s revolver. 
In an 
instant Demarree tell dead, pierced by 
three bullets. 
Captain Golden, who 
accompanied Scott, reeled to one side, 
falling iuto the arm s of ex-Governor 
Jam es B. McCreary, exclaiming “ I ain 
shot.” 
The smoke in the locality of the an­ 
tagonists became dense, but Colson con­ 
tinued to press {scott, who retreated 
backward, shoot mg as he moved. 
• Colson emptied the chambers of a 38- 
caliber revolver aud quickly brought a 
44UUO action. 
Scott by th .s tim e had 
been shot several times, aud, as he 
staggered back and fell down the stair­ 
way, Colson, who was within a few feet 
ot him, continued to fire till tho form 
of Scott roiled over aud showed life ex­ 
tinct. 
Toe battle was terrific and bullets 
fairly rained through the lobby of the 
hotel, several of which *w ent wild, 
pierced window glass 
or 
imbedded 
themselves in tile walls and furniture 
Of the hotel. 
It was not discovered for several m in­ 
utes afterw ards, th at Julian, who died 
later, had been shot, aud at first his 
wround was thought to be only trifling. 
After the killing, Colonel Colson ran 
out of the hotel aud harried to the resi­ 
dence of Chief of PoUce WilUams,where 
he surrendered. 
He was almost ex­ 
hausted, aud as he entered the house, 
gasped: 
“ I am sorry he would not let 
me alone. 
There were three of them 
shooting at me. ’ ’ 
M eantime the wildest 
excitement prevailed in the hotel lobby, 
where the killing occurred, and in the

efforts to get to places of safety, women 
fainted ann ii was several m inutes be­ 
fore the awful scope of the tragedy was 
fully known. 
Git* dea l were left dying 
in pools ol blood and messengers were 
dispatched in every direction tor physi­ 
cians aud nurses to care lor the wound­ 
ed. 
Charles Ii. Julian, who was shot in 
the leg, died shortly after reaching a 
room, death being due to loss of blood 
and the shock to his nervous system. 
Captain Golden was removed to a room 
and made a statem ent that Colouel Col­ 
son was the aggressor. 
Colonel Colson, who killed Scott, and 
who is charged w ith the killing of both 
Demarree aud Julian, and with shooting 
Golden, has long been a prominent 
figure in Kentucky politics. 
He served 
two terms in congress, and declined a 
renom ination at the hands of tho Re­ 
publican party of the Eleventh district. 
in 1x98, in order to accept the colonelcy 
of the Fourth Kentucky regim ent in 
the Spanish war. 
Scott was a lieuten­ 
ant and Golden was captain of a cav­ 
alry troop in Colson’s regim ent, aud tne 
trouble which led to tile tragedy began 
Iheu. 
A leud sprang up between Col­ 
son aud Scott while the troops were in 
camp at Anniston, Ala., aud in tins it 
is said by Colson’s friends that Goideu 
was a warm partisan of Scott. 
The trouble between them at that 
time culm inated in a meeting between 
mein in a restaurant, which resulted in 
Colson bt mg snot by Scott. 
Tile regi­ 
ment was snortiv afterw ards m astered i rection oi 
oat ot the service as a result of the 
feud between the officers aud the seri­ 
ous charges and counter charges which 
they had made at W ashing.en against 
eaen other as officers. 
Since then the 
parties had not m et till the awful 
tragedy, aud it had generally been be­ 
lie v e d that blood would be spilled should 
they meet, as both were understood to 
be looking for each other. 
Colonel Colson was removed to the 
residence of Chief Williams, while the 
surgeons dressed his shattered arm , and 
he was taken to jail later. 
He begged 
to be allowed bail. 
The grand jury is 
In session, and an indictm ent will prob­ 
ably be returned against hun to-dav. 
Coroner Meaglier will also hold an im 
quest today. Colson still declined to 
talk. 
He is in a highly nervous state, 
aud appeared to have been weeping 
when a reporter called. 
He suffered a 
partial stroke of paralysis after he was 
shot by Scott at Anniston, aud had 
ut-Vi r t lilly recovered from it. 
Colson was the most widely known ot 
those who figured in the tragedy, bul 
none of the others were obscure. 
Scoff 
was a young lawyer, of Somerset, aud 
a nephew ot ex Governor W. C. Brad­ 
ley, his motlier being a sister of the ex- 
governor, 
ne was about 30 years old. 
Julian was one of tile wealthiest farm ­ 
ers of the county and was active in local 
politics, being a Democrat. 
His family 
are among tile best known poeple in 
Kentucky. 
Cue brother, Henry, is a 
lawyer at Kansas City; another, Alex­ 
ander, is a wealthy shoe m erchant o. 
Cincinnati, and a cousin, Judge Ira 
Julian, of this city, is now a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for con­ 
gress in this di-n ict. 
Demarree was about 32 years of age, 
and, in addition to being assistant post­ 
m aster at Shelbyville, was a large real 
estate owner. 
Captain Golden is one ol 
the best known law yers in tilt south 
eastern part of the state and has long 
been a leading Republican x>olitician in 
his section. 
Both Colson aud Scott 
were regarded as dead game, aud both 
figured in snooting affrays before.

valor the chariot 
w as 
transferred from the battlefield to the 
hippodrome, where alone its original 
form was preserved. 
The description 
of the Homeric battle chariot, there­ 
fore, to a great extent also applies to 
the historic chariot of the race course. 
The small diam eter o f the chariot 
w heel may be explained from the de­ 
sire of preventing the chariot from be­ 
ing opposed by the im pedim ents in the 
battlefield, such as debris or dead bod­ 
ies. 
The rim w as usually formed of 
four fellies, into which the four spokes 
were let. The upper rail, which w as of 
either wood or metal, varied greatly in 
form aud w as intended to be grasped 
by the warrior on jum ping on to the 
chariot, while the front part served for 
fastening the reins and the traces of 
the “wheel horses.” 
In the Roman tri­ 
umphal chariot a covering of leather 
served to ward oil missiles, aud later 
on the sides were composed of strong 
boards.

Scott was shot

Luther W . Demarree, assisters > post­ 
master at Shelbyville, an innocent by­ 
stander, was shot, three times and cl md 
Instantly. Charles Julian, another by­ 
stander, was ->hot and died a half hour 
blier, and Captain B. B. Golden, of liar 
boursviile, commonwealth’s attorney of 
tin 
Twenty-seventh judicial d istr.ii. 
was shot in the back, aud kn ot expect- ii 
to survive toe night. 
Colonel Coi-oil 
himself was shot twice in the an.* 
Harry McLwiug,Of Louisville, was shot 
in the foot, and W. (J. Riripath, of C'm- 
cago, enetailied a broken leg by tilt' lif e ­ 
less form of Scott falling against him as 
it rolled 
down the stairway.

When they had advanced 
about halt way across tile room, walk­ 
ing m the direction of Colson, the lat­ 
ter, it is said, half rising from his chair, 
bred at Scott, who instantly returned 
the tire.

Demarree was standing slightly in 
front of Coisi»u aud young Scott is said 
to have crouched behind him to escape 
bullets from Colson'* revolver.

Captain Colden, who 
accompanied Scott, reeled to one side, 
lulling into the arms of ©x-Goveruor 
James B. MeCrearv, exclaiming “ I am 
shot.”

It was mu discovered for several min­ 
utes afterwards, that Julian, who died 
later, had been shut, aud at first his 
wound was thought to be only trifling. 
After the killing, Colonel Colson nm 
out of the hotel aud hurried to the resi­ 
dence of Chief of Police W illiams,where 
he surrendered, 
lie was almost ex­ 
hausted, aud a s he entered the house, 
gas;>ed: 
“I am sorry he would not let 
me alone. 
There were three of them 
•hooting at me.” 
Meantime the wildest 
excitement prevailed in the hotel lobby, 
where the killing occurred, and in the 
dining room nearby, where about SUO 
guests had been M ated at dinner when 
the fusillade began. 


Men It ii over aam . other iii frantic 
efforts to get to places of safety, women 
fainted and it was several minutes be­ 
fore the awful scope ol the tragedy was 
fully known. 
* he dead were left dying 
in pools ot blood aud messengers were 
dispatched in every direction tor physi­ 
cians ami nurses to care tor the wound­ 
ed. 
Charles H. Julian, who was shot in 
the leg, died shortly after reaching a 
room, death being due to loss ot blood 
and the shock to his nervous system. 
Captain Golden was removed to a room 
and made a statement that Colonel Col­ 
son was the aggressor. 
Colonel Colson, who killed Scott, and 
who is charged with the killing of both 
Demarree aud Julian, aud with shooting 
Golden, has long been a prominent 
figure in Kentucky politics. 
He served 
two terms in congress, aud declined a 
renomination at the hands of tho Re­ 
publican party of tho Eleventh district. 
in lhi)8, in order tv) accept the colonelcy 
of the Fourth kentucky regiment in 
the Spani-Ii war. 
Scott was a lieuten­ 
ant and G mien was captain of a cav­ 
alry troop in Colson’s regiment, and tao 
trouble which led to tile tragedy began 
I lieu. 
A P ud sprang up between Col­ 
son aud Scott while the troops were in 
camp at Anniston, Ala., aud in this it 
I* 8ai<i by Colson's friend* that Golden 
was a warm partisan of Scott. 
The trouble between them at that 
t ine culminated in a meeting between 
ta*rn in a restaurant, which resulted iii 
Colson being snot by Scott. 
The regi­ 
ment was suortiv afterward* mustered 
out of the service as a result of the 
loud between the officer*aud the seri­ 
ous charges and counter charges which 
they had made at Washing, en against 
cacti other Ss officers. 
Since then tile 
parties bad not met till toe awlul 
tragedy, and it had generally been b e­ 
lieved that blood would be spilled should 
they meet, as both were understood to 
bo looking for each other. 
Colonel Colson was removed to the 
residence of Chief Williams, while the 
surgeons dressed his shattered arm, aud 
he was taken to jail later.

to be allowed bail.

ley, ins motlier being a sister of the ex- 
governor, 
lie was about HO years old. 
Julian was one of the wealthiest tarin 
ers of the county and was active in local 
politics, being a Democrat. 
His family 
urn among the best known poeplu in 
Kentucky. 
One br it nor, Henry, is a 
lawyer at Kansas City; another, Alev 
auctor, is a wealthy shoe merchant o. 
Cincinnati, and a cousin, Judge Ira 
Julian, of this city, is now a candidate 
for the Democratic nomination for con­ 
gress iii tins district.

rior.standing by the side of his chariot

After the strategic skill of a com 
inander superseded the dem ands ou 
his pArddual 
valor the chariot 
was 
transferred from the battletield to the 
hippodrome, where alouc Its original 
form was preserved. 
'The description 
o f the H om eric battle chariot, there 
fore, to a great extent also applies to 
the historic chariot of the race course. 
The sm all diam eter of the chariot 
w heel may be explained from the do 
sire of preventing the chariot from be 
log opposed by the Impediments in the 
battletield, such as debris or dead lx>d 
les 
The rim w as usually formed of 
four fellies, lulu which the four spoke* 
were let. T he upper rail, which w as of 
either wood or metal, varied greatly iu 
form aud w as Intended to be grasped 
by the warrior on Jumping on to the 
chariot, w hile the front part served for 
fastening the reins and the traces of 
the “w heel horses.”

umphal chariot a covering of leather 
served to ward off missiles, aud later 
on the sides were composed of stroug 
boards.
